Where by the 
word: acum, intelligit fubjtantiam effe : 
Alfo whereas he fayes, Corporis potentia 
vitam babentis , intelligit omnia corporis 
munia ite dependere a forma, ut wifi per eam 
nibil facere pofit.. Thus you fee the opi- 
nions and definitions: of the Wife and 
Ancient Philofophers, who by the lighe 
of nature only, afcribed great faculties 
and power tothe foule, thinking high- 
ly thereof, though plainly they could 
not. coneMide any certainty, nor truly 
fearch into the depth thereof, nok-any 
mentioning the immortality thereof : 
Let us therefore fee whether we can pro- 
duce a true and real definition thereof 
according to our promife in the Title of 
this Conclufion: Then take it thus. The 


foule of man is a {piritual, invifible,and | 


immortal fubftance, endued with power 
to underftand ‘and will; butthe power 
thereof is not of and fromic felf; there- 


fore it muftneeds proceed from another | 
caufe, which is from pewer; wifedome,

|. felves,and fay that ic is of the fame mat- 
se | cer that their bodies are compounded 
| of. Whether ic be derived and taken 

| from the fame, or whether it be the pro- 
{| -priety of the matcer ; and therefore they 
‘} underfland ictobethe vital {piric only 


| therein that giveth life unto them,which 


| is of a corporal matter and fubftance; or 
| elfe they conceive it to be the cempera- 
| ture or temperament of the whole body’ 
| generally, which is che propriety of the 
| matter; And fothe foule in beafts thall 
| be. the life ic felf , of which the vical 
fpirits, or. che temperament, are the in- 
flruments thereof ; which feemeth to 
accord with Mofes faying, Gen 9. 4. and 
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‘Lev. 17.14. That che foule of the fief | 
is in the blood thereof (id eft) the life. 
And although we fee noc with the eye 
how thefe vical {pirits, or the tempera- 


ment of all che parts of the body doe 
give unco it that life which ic hath, yet 


we may judge, and have fome know- | ; 


edge thereof by things we fee in Na~ 
ture, which have fome agreement and 
refemblance therewith : For we may 
well conceive how the flame of a Lamp 
is nourifhed by the oyl and wick : where 


we feetwo forts of matter different one | y 


from another joyned both together. Be- 
fides, we may perceive how thatby the 
means of this conjunction,& of the tem- 
perature and agreement chat thefetwo 
things have each with other,the flame be~ 
ing once kindled in them, is nourifhed & 
preferved by them. So likewife we pro- 
ound the vital fpirit in the bodies of li- 
ving creatures,as a thin flame engendred 
of the blood, by vertue of the heart,which 
diftributeth ic felf throughout all the 
pa rts of the body, giving unto it vital 
eat,ywhich quickeneth it,and endueth it 
wit that virtue by: which it hath motion 
& fenfe,and exercifeth all its ations fo 
that every member doth its office: Now 
we

we fee well in this comparifon the mat- 
ter that isin the Lamp, and the tempera-~ 
ture and agreement that is between the - 
parts of it, and how the flame is fed and 


| maintained afcerit is lighted ;_ we may 

underftand alfo from whence this flame 
‘| is brought to the lamp, & how this mat- 
_ter is lighted, and that neither the mat- 


ter, nor the agreement and temperature 
bred this flame of themfelves, but that 
it is-brought from elfewhere. In the 
fame manner we may conceive of that 


| which hath been fpoken of che vital {pi- 


rit, and of the blood whereof it is bred, 


and of the vertue and power of the heart 
‘| inthe generation of it. But here it may 


be faid, that thereis a great difference 


| betweenthe comparifon ofa Lamp and 


his flame, and between that which we 


"| have f{poken of the generation of the vis 


tal {pirit, becaufe this flame, which we 


| call the vital {pirit, {pringeth of the felf 
fame matter by which it i¢ nourithed 
and preferved , and is kindled there. 
| And therefore ic is requifice that we 
| fhould further know what is the caufe 
| of this, as alfo why the life and moti« 
| on that are therein, are enflamed by this 
| vital fpirit, and not by any other means 


what- 
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whatfoever, whether it bethe blood, or 
the flefhs And yet this fpirit is as well 
of ‘acorporal and bodily matter, as all 
the reft of which the body is compoun- 
ded; fothat it hath his original of the 
feli-(ame Elenaents from whence that 
matter is derived, out of which it {prin- 
geth. But of fuch Inquifitors I may 
likewife demand from whence the Hea- 
yens,the Sun,Moon,and Stars,have their 
motion, light, and properties ? It is 
certain, they can yield me no other true 
caufe, but that God hath created them 
of that nacure, and that he hath fo con- 
fticuced chem, and that he alwayes pre- 
ferveth them by the divine vertue and | 
power of his providence, And this fhall 
{uftice for the naturé & macter of thefen- 
fitive. & fenfual foul, which we attribute 
to beafts. Now for the laft part of this 
Conclufion, of the powers and proper- 
ties that the foul of man hath common 
with the foule of beafls and plants, it 
hach been, in fhort,bat fignificant words, 
declared. above, where it was faid out 
of Brofferius., Eadem eft anima hominis 
er vegetativa ab officio vegetandiy & fen 
fitiva. ab officio fentiendi » Gc., So that | 
here it is plaine that it hath the vegeta- 

tive 
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+ tive quality , which is common with 
| Plants. ab officio vegetand: : and alfo its 
| fenfitive power and quality «b ° officio 


fentiend:: And hereupon they that fay 


_ every living creature hath but one foul, 


fay well ; butthere are divers powers 


_ thereof in certaine creatures, in {ome 


more; in -fomeleffe; therefore. we'call 


thac of Plants by amore {pecial name’ 


(Vegetative) becaufeic hath no. more 
but this bare office and vertue of vege- 
tation, from whence proceeds the name. 


_ And albeit the foule of beafts hath the 


fame vertue alfo, yet we call it not by 
the fame name, but only fenfitive, un- 
der which we comprehend alfo the. ve- 


| getative foul that is in Plants, as a pow- 
-| er and property. thereof :. So like- 


wife, although the foul of man hath 
both thefe faculties togecher , yer we 
cal] it noe either , vegetative or 


| fenfitive, but onely reafonable ,. and 


that, as afore is {aid , ab officio ratio- 
nandi; under which we alfo doe coms 
prehend the vegetative foule in Plants,

CHapP. IV. Concrus. IV. 


Every compound conjifting of mata 
ter andforme, hath in itits own 
proper natural heat, which is de- 
rived and propagated.(uot from 
the Elements , but) from Heaven 
andthe influence thereof, 


Rom this Conclufion, it is apparent 
f chat nothing can {fubfift without 
fome manner of ‘heat; for heat is the 
bond whereby the forme is tyed to the 
matter, which lying hid in a vifcous 
Mercurial moifture brought with it from 
Heaven, giveth increafe and feeds to eves 
ry body : It is alfo the inftrument which 
the forme doth ufe to produce ations; 
and it is the immediate caufe of the 
-aforefaid beams, fpoken of in ghia 
10n 
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‘Zion the fecond ; which beanis it never 
| forfaketh, but accompanieth in their 
motions. perpetually. Now this faid 
heat, if ic decreafe, the body tends to 
deftruction, the beams being fewer and 
weaker ; and though the formebe not 
united tothe matter, bue by a certaine 
manner of heat, which js {fo required, 
as proper to all things, that it yet varies 
in every {pecies of things,yet it hath in 
every {pecies fome latitude; fo that you 
fhall {carce finde amoneft the individu+ 


_| als that which is altogether one and the 


fame thing, becaufe the heat is fome- 
times more, and fometimes leffe » which 
may be the caufe of the variety of ope-~ 

rations, not onely of things of the fame 
fpecies, but even in the fame individual 
| itis often changed, till at Jaf by corru- 
| ption it ends in that which js alroge- 
ther another latitude ; for the matter 
being not fufficiently tenacious, holds 
'| not this heat faft enough, but lets it (bee 
ing volatil) wander abroad, which, ac- 
cording to che impreffions of Heaven, 
applyes it felfe varioufly to the matter, 
whence depends the whole variety and 
change of fublunary things. But now 
jitis time to come to the body of 
| Many 
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Man, the proper fubje& of this Dif |, | 


courfe, and. enfuing Art. 
And in the firft. place, it fhallnot be | 
amiffe. to explain our felves, whatwe 
here mean by heat; to which end, let us 
con fider the concordance and mutual 
relation which the heart of man hath | 
with the Heavens: For as the Primum 
mobile, or firft motion of the whole 
world beginneth by the Heavens, of 
which all the other motions that are in 
nature doe depends fo the heart is that 
member in the body of man which firft | 
receiveth lifeand motion, and which is 
the well-fpring and fountain thereof ; 
whereupon it is faid to be Primum viveus 
& ultimum moriens , and is continually 
in motion, without any intermiflion of 
ceafing : And therefore fome Authors 
are. of opinion 4 that the Pericardiuns, 
“whichis called-the lictle clofet of the 
heart,is of {uch a.capacity,that itis feve- 
red from the fame on every fide as much 
as is requifite, that its motion might 
not any wife be impeded. And fome 
think chat there is fome water within 
this veflel, or fome moifture likea dew, 
tothe intent it fhould water theheart; 
thac it thould not confume or dry it felf 


up 
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up by its perpetual moving. ‘Now the 
heart is the root and fountain of natu« 
ralheat., difperfing abroad by the Ar- 
teries over the whole body, and admi- 
niftreth the life to every part thereof ; 
For although the inftrumenes of re{pi-= 
ration ferve the voice, yet they. were 
principally. created for the hearts fake, 
that the natural heat which is in it mighe 
be refrefhed, increafed and fed by them ; 
and for this canfe the Divine Providence 
hath made the lungssobe as it were'the 
_ fhep of refpiration, to the end that the 
| alre withoutbe fent even to the heart, 
| for the reafons aforefaid 3 for the aire 

| that isto.be brought to the heart, is firft 

| prepared in the lungs, -to the end ie 

| mighs moderate the heat of theheare 

| and {pirits, and that ic fhould not enter 

| in either toohot, or too cold, orin too 

| great abundance, whereby it might be 

damnified, or quite choaked up. 
|. Ariftotle, and his followers, make 
heat the caufe of she hearts pul fifick 
motion 3, others will have the foul, and 
others the vegetative faculty 3 butik 
encline to Ari/forles Opinion; for the foul 
works-by- its faculties,and thefe by heat; 
fo, that heat is the immediate cause of

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this motion, and the foules inftrument, | ¢ 
yét not fuch an inftrument as worketh |» 


nothing, but by the force of the princi- | 
pal Agent ; for the heat worketh by its 
own natural force, though itbe dire&- 

ed and regulated by the foule; the heat | 
then of the heart rarifying the blood in- | 
to vapours, which require more room, 
dilates the heart ; but by difpelling 
fome of thefe vapours into, the Arte 
ries, and receiving alfo fome cold aire 


by the lungs, the heart is contracted; | 


and this is called Syffole, the other Di- 
aftole. And as heat is the efficient caufes 
{o alfo it is the end of this motion ; and 
therefore doth heat move the heart, that 
it by this motion might impart heat to | 
the body : But I underftandnot heat 


here for a bare quality, buc that which I ind 


is called calidum innatums; the heart | 
being, as appeares, the fountain of heat, | 

whofe action is the firft, and the moft 
common of all the actionsin the body; _ 
for without the ation of heat chere can 
be no hutrition, motion, fenfation, nor 
underftanding, asic works by the fane 
tafie. 
And becaufe in this Treatife we have, 
and often fhall have occafion to fpeak of

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| thevital {piric,we will now declare what 


)) wemean in this Artthereby : And whe- 


ther afcer the manner of the Galenifts 
and Phyfitians, we mean that which the 
Schools call by thatname, or fome o- 
ther thing. of another nature: Truly; 


‘| we fuppofe not the conimon and recei- 


_ ved opinion of f{pirits, animal, vical, and 
natural, co be difconfonant co truth 3 
yet being not fo material for our pur- 
pofe, we meddie not with them; and 
therefore here we {peak of another man- 
ner,of fpiric.. Here {ome may objed, 
and ask, what new {pirit then is this 
brought into Phyfick, or by what Au- 
thority was it introduced ¢ Surely for 
| an(wer, { am not fo fupercillious, as to 
affirm it done by my Authority, Tam 
indifferent, let ic not be brought in at 
all, I onely defire that } may be {pared 
the ufe of, that name, whereby to ex- 
preffe natural heat aod radical moifture 
both togethers and my reafonis, bee 
caufe they are never actually feparated :

power: And I callitalfo vital, becaufe 
by mediation of it, life flowes, and is’

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propagated into the body; and therefore ~ 
_ Bere I thought it convenient to declare, 
‘that wherefoever in this Treatife you 
finde the name of vical fpirit, under- 
ffand it there as it is before nominated. 
Now this aforefaid {pirit flourithech in 
the aforementioned beames 5 and this 
fpirit alfo floweth from the body , and 
this cannot be denied by any wile maan 5 
for if it flowed not from the body, then 
the body would laft for ever 5 and con=- 
fequently the things that have moft pow- 
er to fix this {pirit, have moft power to 
prolong the life of mans for ic is vola- 
tile, and every moment fome part and 
portion of it goeth forth 5 and certain- 
ly ic is moft likely, chat ic goeth out 
with the parts of the body refolved into 
beames ; for ro what end fhould it leave 
the beams going out,and infinuate it felf 
into bodies indifpofed? there can be 
no reafon given, nay it feemes utterly 
impoflible : And that the beames have 
a difpofition to hold ics for that it goeth 
out withthem, it is plain, becaufe the 
bsams, as isaforefaid, retain the difpo- 
fition of the body from whence they goe 
out; and by this reafon I take it, that 
dogs,and other creatures of prey,in their 


hune | 
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| ‘hunting, when they have loft jthe {cent 
__ of the footing on the ground, peradven- 
ture by other creatures, in treading in, 
or crofling the fame footfteps, doe then 
hold «up their nofes in the air, fearching 
after thefe beames, to recover the loft 
{cent, thefe beames flowing and reflow- 
ing toand from the wight, as Atomes in 
the Som; nay, if this {pirit were. not 
there,the beams could not do as they do, 
nor. work in the power of the foule;: for 
of it this {pirit is an inftruament : And 
- eitier therefore the body of men hall 
| work at no diftance at all,.or to that di- 
| ftance, whatfoever it be, this {pirit muft 
needs reach and proceed, and by vertue 
| ofa more potent foul, in the very begin- 
ning and priacipium of life, the body of 
-mnan ( asofall wights ) is ordained to 
natural actions, a3 other natural bodies 
| are, by the feminary vercues which are 
| inthe forms. This fpiric then accompa- 
| mies the beames, difoerfeth their ations 
which are propagated; and when they 
| grow faint, as rivers from their heads, 
| they are fupplyed by and from the bo- 
| dies. And thisthall be {ufficient for to 
| terminate this Fourth Conclufion.

His Conclufion will manifeftly ap- 
pear, if we confider that thefe ex- 
crements, having lurkedlong in the bo- 


dy, they imbibe this {pirit, and fo con= | iti 


joyn it to themfelves intercepting the | 
beames iffuing from the nobleft parts of 
the body, yea, having gotten at the leat 
{ome digeftion, they are made liker the 
bodies. in which they were concoted, 
and therefore doe greedily attrac, the 
beames with the fpirits, and the fpirits 
do more willingly infinuate themfelves 

| into 
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into them, then into any body not par- 
taker of the fame , And this may be 
convinced by common experience ; for 
-you may eafily perceive , that the too 
much flowing of any excrement,brings 
and begets grievous Symptomes, weak~ 
_ neffe, and in the end death ic felfe; and 
that notfo much by expelling the nou- 
rifhment, as by exhaufting the (piritss 
| otherwiiein them that have the Drop- 
fie, how could thetoo mach flo'ving of 
water out at the Orifice of the part in- 
feted caufe death, bucthat the water 
being impregnated with thefe {pirics,

body can bearin fo (hort time? and fo 
| in all inward ab{ceffes, when great ftore 


.| of purulenc matter hath filled the breaft, 


.| if by chenegligence or ignorance of the

|mediation of the ayre; and by the vi- 
i tal 
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tal fpirit of the alimenr; therefore all 
things that proceed from the bodies’ of 
men men or beafts, afcer what man- 
ner foever, whether naturally, or. by 
force of difeafes are impregnated with 
the fame vital {piric that the body hath 5 
and therefore becaufe they are liker the 
bodies whence they came, then thofe 
things that never were in the body, they 
pe imprince the qualities drawn from 
the body,upon another like body; which 
ought to occafion great care,that neither 
excrements, matter, corruption, or any 
of thofe things which came from infe~ 
&ed perforis, be lefe unburied 5 for the 
great mifchicf that may come by them, 
either naturally, or by Arc, if they 
{iould’ happen to come into the hands 
of skilful, but indifpofed perfons: And 
hereupon a wife man will be cautious of 
converfing and comming too ‘neer fick 
and infected perfonss the rather, if he 
feel himfelfe difpofed to the like dif- 
eafe; for a body fodifpofed,doth more 
vehemently attra& to himfelfe thofe 
beams, and is {ooner changed ; and al- 
{o bodies between whom there is a fimi- 
litude in complexions and an affinity 
in nature , doe fooner fympathize one 
| with 
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_ with another, as Brothers, Sifters, and 
-_Coufins, doe <ooner take difeafes one 
>| from another, becaufe of their radical 
likenefle inherent in their bodies, by 
which likeneffe the infected beames are 
drawn , and the body. more {predily 
changed: And thouvh the burning of ~ 
dead carkaffes, after the ancient accu- 
ftomed manner, benoc now in ufe, or 
permitted; yer great care ought to be 
had andtaken , that all dead carkafles 
be {peedily and very deep buried , and 
that, if conveniently, in moift places, 
and farre remote fromthe feeding of 
-cattell; for, from fhallow.and fuperfi- 
cial graves, arifeth often unfpeakable 
| mifchiefes : And, I fuppofe, this hath. 
| been one of the greareft nacuralleft cau- 
| fes why the Plague ‘hath fo farioufly ra- 
| ged in Lowdon, and many great Cities in 
| cimespaft ; ForI fear, they to whom 
| the care and charge of burial was com- 

i} mmicced, were then, as they are ftill, too 
megligenr and careleff:. Truly the fane. 
ral fices of the Ancients (ia this regard ) 

«] was much to-becommended; but ano- 

t} ther cuftome having now prevailed, ic 
were but little to our purpofe any fur- 
'ther tomake mention thereof: onely I 
pet con- 
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conceive it fit to advertife Magiftrates 
of populous plices to be very careful in 
“4a matter of fogreat concernment. It 
‘salfo more obfervable , that Witches, 
and thote that deale with diabolical 
Arts,cannot prejudice any thing at all, 
without the parts of dead bodies , and 
the excrements of kim whom they de- 
fire to mifchief: Of which, read Wyerus 
de prefiigits Demonum y and Cardamus de 
fubtiltate. And as the Magiftrare ought 
to take good care of burialss foevery 
man, efpecially if he have enemies , I 
would advife to have a great care of his 
excrement, Buttoreturne to our Con 
clufion , which affirmech thefe excre- 
ments to livealfo: which av firft fight 
appears a little harfh, yet to him that 
well contemplates the niatter , it is {fo 
far from being unreafonable, that it is 
impoflible it fhould be otherwife: Nay, 
what if it be faid that the haire and 
railes doe live a certain life propagated 
from the foule? Ic may be anfwered, 
that is, becaufe they are as certain parts 
of the body ; but if 1 fay, when they 
are {eparated from the body. , they live 
with the fame foule they did before, this, 
‘would be thcught more ftrange : Well, 
: this | 
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this I will onely fay of the life of the
